VKRAJHIA article by Zakotyanskiy (3 September, not broadcast) 
purporting to shov what happens to the masses when their contact with the Party is 
noli close enough. The story is told of a certain "swindler, embezzler and thief" 

(shakhrai, raztratnyk i raskradach) Zhuravskiy who was appointed by the Odessa Party' 
Committee to an executive position in the city’s cooperative system despite his known 
reputation for dishonesty. It has now transpired that the new official and his 
"loyal" assistant Dekhtvar 

are coliscT-ing monthly bribe* from practically every retail 
sales outlet of from ISO to 300 rubles. In addition, bribes 
amounting to £00 to ZfO rubles apiece ere received from the 
artels for the marketing of finished product 3.
